(1) If the firepot or stove becomes red 
hot the poisonous odorless carbon mo- 
noxide may escape through the red 
hot metal into the room; (2) the poie- 
onous carbon monoxide gas may escape 
from holes in the chimney pipe into 
the room; (3) people who have the 
had habit of sleeping without open 
windows must accept the chance of, 
death if coal gas accidentally gets into 
the air of the room, whereas if a 
window is epen in the sleeping room 
no such fatality is likely to occur even 
if coal gas escapes into the room.

A pledge to cooperate to the fullest 
extent possible with city council dur- 
ing the year and to abstain from any 
criticism of council is contained in a 
resdlution adopted unanimously by the 
board of education in special session 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The resolution, which was intro- 
duced by, John T. Hancock, president 
of the board, was in answer to that 
part of the mayor's annual message to 
council which referred to the schol de- 
partment. The mayor récognized’ the 
schools as a most important depart- 
ment of city government and urged 
liberal support by council. 

While the tentative budget, which 
also was discussed by the school board 
Tuesday, states that $3,677,318.03 will 
be necessary for efficient operation of 
the schools this year, that figure, 
however, includes a deficit of slightly 
more than $800,000, in addition to the 
$350,000 borrowed last year to permit 
operation of the schools during Sep- 
tember and October. : 

Board members, although it is prob- 
able that the full amount set forth 
in the budget will be asked, expressed 
the opinion that if council appropri- 
ates as much money for schools .as 
last year, the system can be operated 
successfully during 1925. Of the $3,- 
400,000 given in 1924, more than a 
half million dollars was used in build- 
ing the new Senior High school for 
girls and on a new unit for the Henry 
W. Grady school. It is pointed out 
that while approximately $500,000 
will be needed for new buildings dur 
ing the year, the board has adopted 
the policy of not using current funds 
for erection of new buildings. 

No action of any kind was taken 
on the budget but it is probable that 
a number of figures will be changed 
when the board holds its first reguler 
meeting of the year next Thursday. 

The only other action Tuesday was 
authorizing erection of a memorial

Walker Describes Methods 
Of Training for Tourney 


This is the fourth of a series of 
six articles in which Cyril Walker 
tells how he- fought his way over 
serious physical obstacles to the 
1924 American open golf champion- 
ship.

Training for a national open tour- 
nament decidedly different fror 
preparation for any other sporting 

event. 

The prizefighter, wrestler, baseball 
player, football player or track 
athlete, for instance, must pay a great 
deal of attention to superfluous 
weight, to wind, to speed, etc. Golf 
being a deliberate sport, speed scarce- 
ly enters into it. One's lungs only 
need to be normal. It is better to 
have some weight to lose than other- 
wise, 

Stamina is necessary, but the sort 
of stamina that is required is obtain- 
ed through the ordinary every-day :c- 
tivities of the professional golfer. The 
one great necessity is to have the 
neryous system properly attuned. Go- 
ing through the preliminary and reg- 
ular rounds of play, necessitating from 
three to five days, according to the 
number of entries, becomes a grind 
which only a normal nervous condi- 
tion can endure. And it is essentia 
not only that one perform properly in 
a mechanical way, but that one think 
properly. One little mental error will 
undo days of mechanical perfectron. 

Proper Attitude. 

After the 1924 spring tournament 
at the Rockaway Hunt club, where I 
had noted an improvement in my 
game—an improvement which Walter 
Hagen also saw—lI tried myself ont 
repeatedly over my own course at En- 
glewood and over neighboring courses. 
L was increasingly conscious of a new 
tone in my playing which I had not 
noticed before. 

Rid of my old distress and wor- 
ries, I was acquiring an efficiency 
never had possessed. The ambitions 
and hopes of my more youthful days 
revived in me in full force. 

Obviously a man of my build could 
not train for the 1924 open tourna- 
ment at Detroit as would Hagen or 
Kirkwood, or other men cf that type. 
who are husky and strong. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I did not start serious 
preparations until two weeks before I 
was due to depart for Detroit. 

Il took extreme care not to lose any 
weight. Also I cultivated mental 
serenity. 

How to Get Serenity. 

The sort of golf I was shooting 
aided the latter process. Round after 
round I played in 68 or 69. One day 
[ established a new course record cf 
Par at Englewood is 71.

a time. Oswald Kirkby, former 
metropolitan. amateur champion, a 
member of our club, was my partner.

INTERIOR FUND BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Washington, January 6.—In a two- 
uour session tonight the senate passed 
and sent to conference the interior de- 
partment appropriation bill, first of 
the regular supply bills of the session. 
It carried approximately $238,800,000. 

The measure was taken up at a 
night session under an agreement de- 
signed to speed up the work of the 
senate, which has been delayed by 
the long fight over Muscle Shoals. 

The senate added less than $1,000,- 
000 to the amount of the bill as passed 
by the house. 

An appropriation of $214,680 for 
expenses of office of the surveyor-gen- 
eral of the land office, which wouid 
have been abolished under the bill as 
passed by the house, was restored vy 
the senate. 

An amendment to establish the of- 
fice of commissioner of reclamation 
under the secretary of the interior 
also was adopted. 

The salary would be $10,000 a year 
and the commissioner would be named 
by the president with the consent of 
the senate. 

An appropriation of $90,000 for “‘de- 
velopment of oil shale, including con- 
struction of necessary plants,” was 
approved, and funds totaling $221,000 
for Hloward university, a negro insti- 
tution here, were added in an amend- 
ment. 


OFFER OF PARTIAL

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Case Not Similar, 
Asserts Bennett 


While the meeting of the Georgia 
public service commission, which was 
slated for Tuesday morning to take 
up the Bennett-Boifeuillet contrw 
versy, for a place on that body, failed

Commissioner J. D. Price, O. R. Ben- 
nett, one of the claimants, left Tues- 
day for his home in Eastman to bring 
his family to Atlanta, he said.
